for  the  Year  1895.

Inspection  of  District.— This  district  has  been  subject  to  routine  inspection 
throughout  the  past  year,  and  special  visits  have  also  been  made  in  connection 
with  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease,  and  when  other  matters  of  importance  required 
attention.  Mr.  James  Wadeson  resigned  the  post  of  Inspector  of  Nuisances  at  the  end 
of  March,  and  Mr.  .J.  Cook  was  appointed  as  Inspector  of  Nuisances  and  Highway 
Surveyor  on  April  1st  for  one  year.  In  Table  VII.  will  be  found  a  list  of  nuisances 
abated,  &c.,  during  1895. 

Sanitary  Condition  and  Progress  :  Water  Supply. — Sedbergh  town  is  supplied 
with  water  from  springs,  and  an  extensive  gathering  ground  on  the  hills  to  the  North  of 
the  town.  A  large  additional  storage  reservoir  was  constructed  in  1886,  but  this 
unfortunately  could  not  be  used,  as  it  was  found  in  the  following  year  to  be  leaking  con¬ 
siderably.  The  District  Council  has  since  made  several  attempts  to  acquire  sanction  to 
a  further  loan  for  the  purpose  of  re-lining  this  reservoir,  but  this  the  Local  Government 
Board  would  only  grant  for  a  limited  period.  This  year,  however,  the  Council  has  got 
over  the  difficulty  of  raising  the  required  sum,  and  the  Local  Government  Board  having 
cancelled  their  former  order,  application  was  made  to  them  to  sanction  a  loan  of  £400. 
An  Inquiry  was  held  in  September  last,  under  Col.  A.  G.  Durnford,  R.E.,  and  sanction 
has  since  been  obtained.  The  re-lining  of  the  reservoir  has  been  completed,  the  work 
being  done  as  day-work  by  the  Sanitary  Authority.  The  filter  beds  were  cleaned  out  and 
re-filled  with  fresh  material,  and  the  reservoir  was  formally  opened  on  September  Q5th. 
For  many  years  the  town  has  suffered  from  shortness  of  supply,  but  now  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  this  difficulty  is  finally  overcome.  No  extensions  of  water  mains  have  been  laid  this 
year,  but  the  authority  will  now  be  in  a  position  to  consider  the  extension  of  the  supply  to 
the  hamlet  of  Milthrop. 

The  village  of  Dent  is  supplied  by  a  central  public  fountain,  and  other  parts  of  the 
district  obtain  their  supply  from  wells,  springs,  and  running  streams. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage. — The  town  of  Sedbergh  is  the  only  part  of  the  district 
where  there  is  a  system  of  sewers.  Last  year  additions  were  made  to  this,  and  a  scheme 
for  the  sewage  disposal  was  carried  out,  which  had  been  prepared  by  Mr  W.  H.  Radford, 
C.E.,  of  Nottingham,  and  a  short  description  of  this  was  given  in  my  report  for  last  year. 
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In  connection  with  these  works  a  length  of  9-inch  sewer  behind  Settle-Beck  became 
blocked,  and  this  portion,  consisting  of  110  yards,  had  to  be  re-laid  in  April.  At  the 
commencement  some  difficulty  was  experienced  in  the  working  at  the  farm  of  the  “  Ives 
Tank,”  which  became  blocked  with  sediment,  but  since  this  experience  it  has  been 
worked  satisfactorily.  No  extensions  of  main  sewer  have  been  laid  this  year.  In 
connection  with  the  sewerage  of  Dent,  the  District  Council  was  further  pressed  by  the 
County  Council,  who  threatened  proceedings  if  action  was  not  taken  within  a  limited 
time.  Plans  were  submitted,  and  a  Local  Government  Board  Inquiry  was  held  on 
November  26th  by  G.  W.  Willcocks,  Esq.,  M.I.C.E.,  into  a  scheme  proposed  for  the 
sewerage  of  Dent  village,  and  sanction  was  asked  for  a  loan  of  £1,500  for  this  purpose. 
No  reply  had  been  received  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

In  other  parts  of  the  District  where  the  houses  are  more  scattered,  the  drains  are  for 
the  most  part  constructed  of  rubble,  and  discharge  into  the  nearest  water  course,  and  in  a 
few  instances  they  are  laid  in  pipes  and  the  sewage  conveyed  on  to  land. 

Excrement  and  Refuse  Disposal. — In  Sedbergh  town  there  are  a  number  of  water 
closets,  but  throughout  the  District  the  forms  mostly  in  use  are  the  common  privy 
midden  and  the  block  privy.  The  ashpits  are  for  the  most  part  uncovered,  and 
frequently  sunk  below  the  ground  level.  The  scavenging  depends  upon  the  tenants, 
and  the  intervention  of  the  Inspector  is  often  required  to  secure  the  removal  of  the 
contents  of  the  ashpits.  Nightsoil  is  disposed  of  to  farmers,  and  ashes  and  rubbish  are 
still  used  for  filling  up  hollows  in  the  town  cricket  field. 

River  Pollution. — Complaints  were  received  from  the  West  Riding  Rivers  Board  of 
pollution  by  solid  refuse  at  Lea  Gate  in  Upper  Dentdale  and  want  of  ashpit  accommoda¬ 
tion.  The  West  Riding  County  Council  prosecuted  an  offender  for  tipping  ashpit  refuse 
into  the  River  Dee  below  Dent  village.  A  lad  was  caught  in  the  act  of  depositing  solid 
refuse  in  Flintergill  Beck  at  Dent,  and  was  made  to  take  it  out  again,  and  threatened 
with  proceedings  if  the  offence  were  repeated,  but  this  Beck  is  still  regularly  made  use  of 
as  the  receptacle  for  every  kind  of  refuse  and  rubbish. 

Bye-Laws  and  Urban  Powers. — This  Authority  possesses  bye-laws  with  respect  to 
“  Common  Lodging  Houses,”  and  these  were  allowed  by  the  Local  Government  Board  in 
1886  ;  and  has  adopted  the  model  bye-laws  with  respect  to  a  “  Cemetery  ”  for  the 
contributory  place  of  Sedbergh.  These  last  were  allowed  on  May  9th,  1890.  The  Board 
has  not  yet  applied  for  Urban  Powers  under  Sections  157  and  158,  and  under  Sections 
169  (paragraphs  2  and  3)  and  170.  No  regulations  have  been  issued  under  the  “  Dairies, 
Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops  Order,  1886.”  Last  year  powers  were  granted  by  the  Local 
Government  Board  under  Section  49  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  (Amendment)  Act  1890. 

Infectious  Hospital. — This  Authority  has  no  permanent  hospital  for  the  isolation  of 
cases  of  infectious  disease.  Last  year  a  barn  on  the  Riggs  was  furnished  as  a  temporary 
hospital  for  smallpox  cases,  and  an  iron  building  purchased  and  erected  as  an  administra¬ 
tive  block.  There  has  been  no  occasion  for  using  it  during  the  past  year.  The  Council 
should  again  consider  the  question  of  providing  a  permanent  hospital  for  the  isolation  of 
cases  of  other  infectious  diseases,  together  with  a  proper  steam-disinfector  for  the  dis¬ 
infection  of  bedding,  clothing,  &c.,  and  an  ambulance  for  the  removal  of  cases. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1875. — Five  samples  of  milk  were  taken  by  the 
Inspector  of  Nuisances  and  submitted  to  the  County  Analyst.  One  was  pronounced  to  be 
of  “  superior  quality,”  three  of  “  fair  quality,”  and  one  “  genuine  milk.” 
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Eainfall. — i  am  indebted  to  Mr  John  Handley  for  details  respecting  the  rainfall

The  rainfall  for  the  past  year  is  below  the  average.  The  number  of  days  upon 
which  -01  inch  or  more  fell  was  195,  and  the  greatest  rainfall  in  24  hours  occurred  on 
July  25th,  amounting  to  2-60  inches. 

Population. — At  the  census  of  1871  the  population  was  4,990,  and  that  of  1881  was 
4,079,  the  decrease  being  due  to  the  removal  of  the  navvies  on  the  completion  of  the 
Settle  and  Carlisle  branch  of  the  Midland  Railway.  At  the  census  of  1891  it  was  found 
to  be  4,040,  living  in  903  houses.  I  have  estimated  it  up  to  the  middle  of  1895  to  be 
4,080,  living  in  980  houses,  or  an  average  of  4-1  per  house.. 

Births. — The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  was  84  (44  males  and  40 
females).  This  is  a  decrease  of  25  from  last  year,  and  is  equivalent  to  a  birth-rate  for 
the  year  of  20-5  per  1000,  as  compared  with  26-7  last  year,  and  22-9  in  1893.  The 
births  were  distributed  as  follows  : — Sedbergh,  43  ;  Dent,  24  ;  and  Garsdale,  17  ;  giving 
respective  birth-rates  of  17-9,  20-9,  and  31-6.  The  natural  increase  to  the  population 
is  20. 

Deaths.— The  total  deaths  returned  were  64  in  number  (31  males  and  33  females). 
This  is  a  decrease  of  eight  upon  last  year,  and  is  equivalent  to  an  annual  death-rate  of 
15-6  per  1000  living,  as  compared  with  17-6  last  year  and  15-2  in  1893.  The  deaths 
were  distributed  as  follows : — Sedbergh,  30 ;  Dent,  25  ;  and  Garsdale,  9 ;  giving 
respective  death-rates  of  12-5,  21-8,  and  16-7.

The  birth-rate  is,  with  the  exception  of  that  for  1890,  the  lowest  recorded,  and  is  5-1 
below  the  average  for  the  decade  1880-89.  The  general  death-rate  is  also  below  the 
average,  and  has  only  been  lower  in  the  years  1893,  1888,  and  1884.  The  infant 
mortality  is  however  above  the  average.  Among  persons  aged  60  and  upwards  there 
were  37  deaths,  or  a  percentage  to  total  deaths  of  57‘8,  which  is  as  usual  the  highest 
percentage  in  the  combined  district.

Only  one  death  was  returned  under  the  head  of  zymotic  disease,  as  compared  with  one 
last  year  and  six  in  1893.  This  is  equivalent  to  a  zymotic  rate  of  0'2  per  thousand  living. 
Thirty- six  certificates  were  received  under  the  Infectious  Diseases  (Notification)  Act,  1889, 
as  compared  with  six  last  year,  and  35  in  1893. 

ScAKLATiNA. — One  death  was  registered  from  this  cause,  and  altogether  30  cases  were 
notified.  Of  these,  23  occurred  in  Sedbergh  township,  and  7  in  Dent  township.  Of  the 
Sedbergh  cases  eight  were  those  of  boys  at  the  Sedbergh  Grammar  School,  where  there  was 
an  outbreak  of  five  cases  in  February,  and  another  of  three  cases  in  December.  These 
cases,  as  they  occurred,  were  dealt  with  by  the  school  authorities,  and  isolated  at  their 
own  sanatorium.  A  single  case  occurred  in  Dent  village  in  January  in  a  child  of  five. 
Precautions  were  taken,  and  the  disease  did  not  spread.  Two  cases  were  notified  in 
Sedbergh  in  February,  in  girls  of  four  and  six  respectively.  In  the  first  of  these  the 
disease  was  imported  from  Chester-le- Street,  Durham.  The  next  two  cases  occurred  in 
Dent  in  June,  but  their  origin  was  not  traceable.  In  July  there  was  an  outbreak  at 
Cautley,  consisting  of  10  cases  in  three  houses.  The  cases  were  mostly  very  mild  in  type, 
but  the  exact  source  of  importation  was  not  discovered.  In  September  there  were  four  cases 
notified  in  two  houses  at  Gawthrop,  in  Dent,  and  it  was  one  of  these,  in  a  child  of  two 
months  old,  that  terminated  fatally.  This  disease  here  was  originally  imported  from  Settle. 
In  December  there  were  three  cases  in  two  houses  in  Sedbergh  town,  and  in  these,  though 
the  actual  source  was  not  traced,  the  disease  was  probably  contracted  in  Kirkby  Lonsdale, 
where  it  was  prevalent  at  the  time.  Each  case  had  to  be  dealt  with  at  home,  there  being 
no  hospital  available. 

Typhoid  Fever. — A  single  case  was  notified  as  typhoid  fever  in  a  boarder  at  Sedbergh 
Grammar  School.  The  case  was  very  mild  and  doubtful  in  character,  and  made  a 
good  recovery. 

Puerperal  Fever. — A  case  reported  as  “puerperal  septicoemia,’’  which  ended  fatally, 
occurred  in  Sedberghin  February.  There  was  no  insanitary  condition  found  on  the  premises. 

Erysipelas. — Four  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  three  in  Sedbergh  and  one  in 
Dent  township.  Of  these  one  each  occurred  in  August  and  September,  and  two  in 
December.  One  was  a  male,  and  three  females,  and  all  were  adults. 

Influenza.— Four  deaths  were  returned  from  influenza  and  its  complications,  all  in 
Dent,  where  the  disease  was  very  prevalent  in  April,  and  I  had  in  consequence  to  advise 
the  closing  of  the  National  School.  The  deaths  were  those  of  two  children  and  two  aged 
persons.

I  Inspectors  of  Nuisances. 
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Common  Lodging  Houses,  Slaughter  Houses,  &c. — There  is  at  present  no  Common 
Lodging  Home  in  the  district.  A  house  in  Garsdale,  near  Hawes  Junction,  was  being 
used  as  a  Common  Lodging  House  without  being  registered,  and  notice  was  served  upon 
the  occupier  to  cease  using  it  as  such.  The  four  Slaughter  Romes  are  not  registered,  and 
the  Council  is  without  bye-laws  for  their  proper  regulation.  There  are  10  Dairies  and 
Cowsheds  entered  on  the  register,  but  no  regulations  with  respect  to  them  have  yet  been 
made.  A  single  instance  of  overcrowding  was  reported,  and  abated  after  notice.  No 
instance  of  unsound  meat  exposed  for  sale  has  come  to  my  knowledge.  There  are  no 
noxious  trades.  Legal  proceedings  were  taken  in  one  instance  under  Section  91  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1875,  against  the  Trustees  of  the  Dent  National  School  to  abate 
nuisances  existing,  by  providing  proper  closet  and  ashpit  accommodation,  relaying  drains, 
and  providing  an  efficient  water  supply,  and  an  order  was  made  for  the  necessary  works 
to  be  carried  out. 

The  matters  requiring  the  attention  of  the  Council  are  : — 

1.  — The  extension  of  the  Public  Water  Supply,  if  thought  advisable,  to  the  hamlet  of 

Millthrop. 

2.  — -The  carrying  out  of  the  recommendations  contained  in  the  special  report  upon  Dent. 

3.  — To  consider  the  undertaking  by  the  Sanitary  Authority,  or  by  contract  under  the 

Sanitary  Authority,  of  the  regular  and  proper  removal  of  night-soil  and  ashpit 
refuse  in  the  town  of  Sedbergh. 

4.  — To  made  application  for  Urban  Powers  under  Sections  157  and  158,  and  under 

Sections  169  (paragraphs  2  and  3)  and  170  of  the  “  Public  Health  Act,  1875  ”  ; 
and  to  adopt  some  form  of  regulations  under  the  “  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and 
Milkshops  Order,  1886,”  and  enforce  the  same.
